WON'T LEND PAINTINGS. 



The mural paintings for the new 
Wilkesbarre Court House are consid- 
ered too valuable to be exhibited about 
the country, and the county commis- 
sioners have refused the request of the 
Buffalo Fine Arts Society to have them 
exhibited in Buffalo at an exhibition of 
paintings by American artists during 
the week commencing May 5. 

There are four of these paintings by 
Low, Blashfield, W. T. Smedley and 
Kenyon Cox, and they are valued at 
$5,000 each. The commissioners have 
decided that they shall be placed in the 
rooms of the new Court House as soon 
as completed. 



A special cable to the New York 
Times from Paris says: Twenty-five 
Americans figure among the painters 
represented on the walls of the first of 
the two Salons, that of the Societe Na- 
tional des Beaux Arts, which opened 
this week with the usual eclat. The 
work exhibited by artists of Occidental 
birth was highly creditable. 

It is hardly necessary to say that at 
least two of them, Walter Gay and 
James Shannon, show pictures which 
command instant attention and have 
won discriminating praise for them, the 
latter particularly with a brilliant and 
magnificent composition, in which an 
infant Bacchus is the center of interest. 
Eugene Ullman contributes two strik- 
ing portraits and a daring nude; Ethel 
Mars, two studies of women unusual in 
color values, and S. Montgomery 
Roosevelt a portrait of August Fitz- 
gerald and a Venetian scene. Among 
other Americans whose work may be 
noted are Karl Frieseke, C. M. Gihon, 
McGran Barlow, Mary MacMonnies, 
Lucy Robbins Lee, Grace Gassette, and 
Minerva Chapman of Chicago, and Ban- 
eel La Farge and George Obertannfer 
of Philadelphia. 

The Salon this year is unusually 
cheerful in subjects and color. It was 
impossible in making the round of the 
galleries in the crowd on varnishing 
day to do more than gather hazy im- 
pressions, but there could be no doubt 
of the phenomenal interest and merit of 
; Boutet de Monvel's projects for decora- 
tion of the church at Domremy, com- 
,'memorative of Jeanne d'Arc. Nothing 
• more glorious in conception, perfect. in 
execution, and moving in effect has re- 
cently been seen in France than these 
[three splendid scenes from the career 
! of the Maid of Orleans. The crowds 
J that gather before them, as before Eu- 
jgene Burnand's "Holy Saturday," tes- 
tify that religious inspiration has not 
deserted the painters. "Holy Saturday" 
represents a group of dismayed and 
puzzled disciples the day after the cru- 
cifixion. 

I The ultra-modern note is, perhaps, at 
I the highest in Boldini's portrait of a 
I woman in black with claw-like hands, 
, at once charming and repelling. Across 
from this dominating creation is a group 
j of hermits strongly contrasting in hu- 
| mility, their figures sympathetically 
I treated against backgrounds of stupen- 
dous landscapes. There are ravishing 
I panels by Besnard and Menard, auda- 
| cious conceptions by Roll, anecdotes by 
Guillaume, and Veber, Cottet, Simon, 
! Dauchez, Gervex , Mid Dagnan are all 
here.

MacMonnies is immensely pleased 
with the suggestive photograph. He 
said : "It shows the living Booth. It is 
so full of action, even in its repose, that 
I could hope for no better photograph 
to work from." 

Mr. MacMonnies confirms a report 
that he has separated from his wife. He 
gives no explanation, but from friends 
it is learned that the couple parted as 
the result of artistic rivalry. The wife 
has developed signs of exceptional tal- 
ent as a painter, and two of her views 
of the Seine are on exhibition in the 
Salon.

obtained at the sale of the collection of 
pictures formed by the late John T. 
Martin in New York, last week. This 
result was especially encouraging in 
view of the fact that the sale came at 
virtually the close of a second depressed 
and poor art season.

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DUTCH ART TARIFF LOWERED. 



The last recommendation on the art 
tariff by the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee places a fifteen per cent, duty on all 
pictures and sculptures produced with- 
in the last twenty years in Holland, 
as well as on those from all other Euro- 
pean countries. Of late years, due to 
reciprocity treaties, pictures imported 
from all European countries except 
Holland have paid only fifteen per cent. 
Whether the twenty-year provision 
stands or not, it is not probable that 
the duty on pictures from Holland will 
be increased to its former figure of 
twenty per cent.

Sorolla in a black gown, together J 
with the splendid large canvas, "Oxen 
Beaching a Boat," lent by the Hispanic 
Society, are hung in the central hall of 
the new wing with the portrait of 
Mme. Gerville Reache, by Zuloaga, also 
loaned by the Hispanic Society. In 
this beautiful and well-lit gallery these 
splendid examples of the art of modern 
Spain, together with three of the Mu- 
seum's well-known pictures, the "Bal- 
oon," of Julien Dupre, and others, show 
new beauties. With the splendid 
"Oxen Crossing a Ford," by Prof. 
Ziigel,- from the recent German exhibi- 
tion, presented by Mr. Adolphus Busch^ 
and another Sorolla soon to come from 
Boston, these pictures form an exhibi- 
tion which will continue through the 
summer, and until the exhibition of 
Dutch pictures to be held in connec- 
tion with the Hudson-Fulton celebra- 
tion in late September. 

"Heart of the Andes," by Frederick 
E. Church, one of the founders and for 
many years trustee of the Museum, has 
come to the Museum through the be- 
quest of Mrs, David Dows. The pic- 
ture is considered by many people to 
be the artist's masterpiece. Another 
picture by Hans Thoma, "At Lake 
Garda," has been presented by . Mr. 
Iugo Reisinger. A portrait of "Cosimo 
L, Grand Duke of Tuscany," by Bron- 
zino, is an acquisition by purchase. 

The Fischbach collection of textiles, 
3,797 pieces, of wide variety, represent- 
ing many countries and ranging in peri- 
ods from the Vlth to the XlXth 
century, is also exhibited in the new 
wing of the Museum. The collection 
was acquired by purchase and is a val- 
uable addition to this department of 
the Museum. 

Several important specimens of 
Rhages ware have been bought by the 
Museum, the most beautiful piece be- 
ing a lustre bowl with Cufic inscrip- 
tions. As a gift from Mr. Dikran G. 
Kelekian, the institution has received a 
rare Rhages bowl of the Xlllth cen- 
tury. Mr. Kelekian has been a gener- 
ous donor to the Museum.

Editor AMERICAN ART NEWS: 

Dear Sir: Patriotic interest in the culti- 
vation of American art seems dead, and 
the present tariff reformers have turned 
out to give it a sepulchre. If there be in 
America such a thing as civic pride in the 
fine arts we have failed to meet it. Those 
who should be the patrons of artists have 
ceased to be their employers. Those who 
have wealth are indifferent; those who- 
have taste are hostile. The painter is sup- 
planted by the picture dealer, and the mar- 
ket-place has superseded the studio. 

One is constrained to ask if a general 
blight of artistic genius would be lamented? 
And yet, after nature, art is the only conso- 
lation one has for living. In the widespread 
apathy which prevails and the conse- 
quences which must ensue, there is more to 
be regretted than is included in the case 
of the native artist and his art. More gen- 
eral and wider interests are affected. 

Every work of art is a problem and the 
most important factor in its solution is 
taste. What is taste? It is the artistic 
conscience of the mind. Taste settles the 
question of the clothing of the race. For 
all time it dominates the manners, and to 
some extent its characteristics. Taste adds 
ornament to what was plain and without 
artistic interest. It has formed the palace, 
the temple and the tomb. It has determined 
the manners and customs of the world, and 
prescribes what is admissible, becoming and 
best. This question of taste is the one in 
which the people of .America are individu- 
als interested, or should be. Its develop- 
ment is . largely a matter of education. It 
cannot be pursued apart from the highest 
examples in art. To this study the observer 
must bring something in order to carry any- 
thing away. There are essential qualities 
of character in the person who would suc- 
ceed in the mastery of its spirit and mission. 
In nothing is it more true that 
"He who brings a smiling visage to the 
glass, 
Will meet a smile." 

So, to. gain the Jiighest gift one must 
bring the sympathetic heart, and a spirit 
without guile. A pure taste is the talisman 
which adorns everything it touches and touches 
everything within the magic circle of our lives. 
Bad taste may be the result of bad breed- 
ing, but bad breeding is certainly the result 
of bad taste. 

Our populace is so educated that it has 
untold millions to pour out upon horse i 
races, prize fights and other brutal exhibi- 1 
tions, but not a dollar to spend in fostering! 
the amenities of life. Had we but a tithe 
of the receipts from the prize ring, the race 
course, the football field and other kindred 
coarse and often brutal pleasures the en- 
tire nation might be impregnated with 
the seeds of taste and refinement, every 
department of artistic endeavor might be 
endowed, every schoolroom of the nation 
could be made to educate by forms of 
beauty and by the vivid sight language of 
line and color, which is best calculated to 



of the world. An examination of several 
hundred of these canvases revealed but one 
apparently genuine picture. The fact that 
at any of the cheap auction sales one may 
purchase for dollars, paintings, which if 
genuine would cost thousands, is in itself 
evidence that the citizens of even our most 
cultivated art centers are either devoid 
of taste, or are willing to be humbugged. 
How quickly a little serious thought, or an 
established taste, would send these pictures 
to the bonfire. If these spurious things are 
necessary for the education of the people, 
as the tariff reformers claim, when will a 
serious and refined sense of art become 
established in America? 

It sounds well on paper, when the Ameri- 
can artist strives to secure for* the laboring 
classes the admission of works of art free 
of duty, but would it not be wiser to first secure 
a surer judgment of art values before the 
whole howling pack of European art mon- 
gers is let loose upon the unsophisticated 
heads of the American picturerbuying pub-, 
lie? What is needed just now is a better 
art sense; a little common sense; a truer 
understanding of pictorial qualities, in order 
that foreign fakes and frauds shall no 
longer be accepted as the true criterion, 
and the wealth of individuals shall no longer 
be wasted on objects which they should be 
ashamed to possess. 

Do these -ublic-spirifed souls, who spring 
so valiantly forward in behalf of the com- 
mon people for free art dream that they 
can compete with the 10,000 copyists and the 
50,000 students (more or less) in European 
centers, whose efforts, touched up by the 
master, and not seldom bearing his signa- 
ture (to help the pupil), which readily find 
a sale here? Do they dream that they are 
opening the door for the most pitiful frauds 
upon the public, in which their own art 
would go to the same gutter line of prices? 
Often has it been said to me by picture 
buyers, "I will not pay the price of Ameri- 
can pictures so long as I can buy at auc- 
tion and at my own price paintings by 
the canvases of such and such renowned 
European painters/' If told of their unre- 
liable character they are willing to g;amble 
on it, and after the picture has once found 
residence in the collection of an American- 
buyer its character seems .to be established. 
With the tariff removed our American 
painters must wait patiently until the for- 
eign fad is over-past, and the man with his 
dinner pail has secured, free of duty, all 
the foreign art he desires, until the taste 
of the people has recovered fro mits degrad- 
ation and a generation has arisen which 
of the people has recovered from its degrad- 
art to the people from which it derives its 
character and its power.

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MARTIN PICTURE SALE. 



London, April 14, 1909. 
The sale-room has not yet lost its 
possibilities of romance. Recently a 
rsmall panel, io£ by 15 inches, covered 
with dirt, catalogued as by Eckhout, 
:and representing "David With the 
Head of Goliath," was sold at Robinson 
:& Fisher's for 9% gns. (about $50). On 
taking the panel out of the frame the 
lucky purchaser discovered a signature 
.and date at the foot of the panel, and 
the painting has now been identified by 
-experts as an authentic Rembrandt. 
The date appears to be 1631, but it is 
possible that it may be a year or two 
.earlier. At all- events critics of experi- 
ence agree that it is a fine little exam- 
ple of the Dutch master's early man- 
ner. 

The 131st exhibition of the Royal So- 
ciety of British Artists now on is 
-chiefly notable for a fine portrait of a 
Russian lady by Joseph Simpson, a 
/young Scottish artist, hitherto chiefly 
inown for his caricatures, and black and 
white work. Philip Laszlo sends a 
strong study of a Hungarian peasant's 
head. Hal Hurst shows a faithful like- 
ness of "Sir Hugh Gilzean Reid," and 
•other, successful exhibitors are W. M. 
Palin, Gardner JBymons, George C. 
Haite and Geoffrey Birkbeck. 

Next . week the summer exhibition 
opens at the New Gallery, which is now 
"being run on . new business lines. A 
•certain limited number of artists are 
subscribers to the New Gallery Com- 
pany, and these on paying a fairly 
:stiff annual subscription are entitled to 
so much wall-space. Only subscribers 
are allowed to exhibit, so the outsider 
is again turned out from one of the 
•shows he used to have a hope of enter- 
ing. 

At Messrs. Obach's galleries (168 
"New Bond Street) there is now open 
a delightful a^d instructive exhibition 
of etchings, prints by Whistler, Muir- 
head Bone, D ? Y. Cameron and Sey- 
mour Haden, being hung side by side 
with etchings by Rembrandt. Thus is 
-afforded an admirable opportunity' of 
comparing the best of modern work 
with the acknowledged master of the 
old, and it says much not only for the 
courage but the judgment of Messrs. 
'Obach that the modern work does not 
suffer by. this severe comparison. 
Without entering upon the vexed ques- 
tion as to whether Whistler or Rem- 
"brandt was the greater etcher, it is cer- 
tain that the fine impression of the for- 
mer's "The Palaces" is second to no 
other exhibit. Five Durer prints are 
also shown, among them admirable im- 
pressions of the famous "Melancholia," 
"The Knight and Death," and St. 
Jerome. 

The Burlington Fine Arts Club, to 
-whom 'art-lover^' are already* indebted 
for so many delightful and instructive 
exhibitions, has now assembled in the 
•club gallery at Savile Row a collection 
of extraordinarily interesting paintings 
"by English primitives, that is to say, 
portraits painted up to the time of Hol- 
bein and his immediate successors. The 
-catalogue compiled by Mr. Lionel Cust 
and Mr. C. F. Bell is a valuable work 
of reference, and together with the ex- 
hibition should stimulate research into 
a period of painting hitherto unaccount- 
ably neglected. Altogether 80 pictures 
and 34 miniatures are shown, the chief 
lenders being Oxford University, Trin- 
ity College, Cambridge, the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, and the Dukes of Buc- 
cleugh, Devonshire, Norfolk and Port- 
land. 



The last important picture sale of ths 
present active art season in New York, 
that of the collection of the late John T. 
Martin, held at Mendelssohn Hall on 
Thursday and Friday evenings, April 
15 and 16, was the best, and closed the 
season far more brilliantly than had 
been at all expected. 

The sale was notable from the qual- 
ity of the audience as well as the num- 
bers present, the spirited bidding, and 
some of the remarkable prices obtained. 
While there is considerable difference 
of opinion as to whether some of these 
prices, notably the $50,000 paid by Mr. 
H. S. Henry of Philadelphia, who sold 
his collection two years ago here for 
$352,000, for the two figure Millet, "Go- 
ing to Work — Dawn of Day," and 
the $9,600 paid by Mr. C. J. K. Billings 
for the Bargue, "The Sentinel," were 
justified, these very figures with others, 
and which were reached by the com- 
petition and bidding up on the part of 
prominent dealers, had a good effect 
on the market, especially that fof Bar- 
bizon pictures. 

That the buyers discriminated was 
proven by the fact that only $1,500 was 
paid for, to say the least, the very poor 
example of Diaz, "Venus and Adonis," 
which was outclassed by its fellow Bar- 
bizons,^ and the comparatively low 
prices that the story pictures of the 
Munich and Diisseldorf painters, and 
which belonged to a past period in art, 
brought. The "Christening," for ex- 
ample, by Prof. Knaus, which is said 
to have cost the late owner '$35,000, 
brought only $8,900. The 'Bargue, for 
which Mr. Billings paid $9,600, cost the 
late owner $12,000 at the Mary J. Mor- 
gan sale. The Millet was bid up to 
$46,000 by Knoedler & Co., who sold 
it to Mr. Martin in 1882 for $14,000. 
It was gratifying to the dealers to have 
the Schreyer, a splendid example, bring 
the good figure of $7,100. The esti- 
mation in which the modern French 
war painters, Detaille and De Neuville. 
are now held was evidenced by the sale 
of a good example of the former for 
$3,900, while De Neuville's spirited 
"Charge of Dragoons— Gravelotte" 
brought $10,200. The Van Marcke, an 
unusually good example, went to Paris 
through Boussod-Valadon & Co. for 
$16,500, while Mr. Martin's daughter,; 
Mrs. De Mora, who now lives in Paris, 
bought "The Bathers," by Diaz, for 
$6,300, and Knaus' "Gretchen" for 

$1,000.

PARIS LETTER. 



Paris,- April 14, 1909. 

According to most dealers business is 
brisker this year than it has been for a 
good many seasons past. 

M. Etienne Bourgey, the well-known 
numismatist of rue Drouet, has been 
fortunate enough to acquire the valu- 
able collection of his friend, M. Nelli, of 
Carcassonne. This unique collection of 
prehistoric documents, found in the 
Lourdes grotto, comprises magnificent 
engravings and carvings of the reindeer 
age, among others, representations of 
prehistoric man. As far as numbers go, 
the Nelli collection may be said to be 
the largest in the world-, as it contains 
several thousands of silex specimens 
and over 150 carvings, while the collec- 
tion bought for 25,000 frs. by the Brit- 
ish Museum included ten or twelve car- 
vings only. M. Bourgey also shows a 
beautiful bronze medal, with the head 
of Louise de Savoie on one side and that 
of Marguerite de Navarre on the other. 

The forty "impressions of birds" in 
water-colors, by M. Raymond Bigot, 
now on view at the Chaine & Simonson 
Gallery, are too monotonously gray 
and brown, but there is more variety 
in the other exhibition at the same gal- 
lery. One is much impressed by the 
picturesque and magnificently realistic 
paintings of Eugene Martel (especially 
No. 24, Vieilles Bigotes), the wonder- 
fully simple and telling effects of A. 
Pointelin-s landscapes and the fine col- 
oring of Mr. Harry Van der Weyden, 
the American artist. 

The twenty-fifth exhibition of the 
French Pastellists will remain open un- 
til April 24. Although some of the num- 
bers shown would be more impressive 
in oil on account of the subject treated, 
such as, for instance, a blazing seascape 
of the Riviera, the majority of the ex- 
hibitors have well understood the pos- 
sibilities of pastel and the exquisite ef- 
fects it can yield. That pastel cannot 
be replaced for decorative purposes is 
well proved by "Entree de Bal," by 
Abel-Truchet ; by Aman-Jean's fluffy 
women ; by the fairyland happiness and 
magic touches of light of Cornillier's 
"Heureuse Atmosphere," and especially 
by the impalpable studies of Guignard, 
of Guirand de Scevola, and of Levy- 
Dhurmer. The exhibition struck me as 
a revelation of what pastel can do, of 
how it can reproduce the contrasts of 
darkness and light (rAurore), the ex- 
quisite imponderable gracefulness of 
XVIIIth century scenes, or the dreami- 
ness of a nude lost in the chaste kisses 
of an uncertain ray of sunshine. 

The sale of the collection of Comte 
de L. produced 187,390 frs. A portrait 
by Ingres jeune, appraised at 10,000 
frs., was knocked down for 9,800 frs.; 
a Fragonard, appraised at 30,000 frs., 
was sold for 28,500 frs., while a 'Tor- 
trait de la Marquise de Llano," by Goya 
y Lucientes, for which the appraiser 
asked 15,000 frs., went to M. Bonjean 
for 7,200 frs. M. Sortais paid 1,320 frs. 
for TAme Quittant la Terre," by 
Prud'hon, and M. Bonjean 800 frs. for 
Joseph Vernet's "Vieux Moulin." A 
Gericault fetched 950 frs. and the eques- 
trian studies of John Lewis Brown sold 
at fairly good prices, although generally 
below the appraisings. It may be in- 
teresting to note that a bronze clock of 
the time of Louis XVI. sold for 5,980 
frs., was knocked down for 9,800 frs.; 
1900, and appraised at 15,000 frs., was 
sold to M. Sortais for only 8,000 frs. 

At another sale conducted by M. Lair 
Dubreuil, which produced 132,138 frs., 
a beautiful Chinese vase of the Kien- 
Lung period, appraised at 1,200 frs., sold 
for 7,000, while a bust in plaster, attrib- 
uted to Lemoyne, and the presumed por- 
trait of d'Alembert, sold for 305 frs.

EXHIBITIONS NOW ON. 



Boston Artists at Macbeth's. 

A group of thirteen Boston artists are 
showing representative examples of 
their work at the Macbeth Gallery, No. 
450 Fifth Avenue, through April 29. 
The display is an interesting one, and 
important in that it introduces to New 
York art lovers, the work of. several 
men new to them, notably Frank P. 
Fairbanks, George Hallowell, Charles 
Hopkinson, George L. Noyes, William 
M. Paxton, Charles H. Pepper, Leslie 
P. Thompson and Marcus Waterman. 
Of their fellows, whose work is known 
here, Frank W. Benson sends one ex- 
ample, "Rainy Day," a charming in- 
terior with figure, more in the manner 
of Tarbell than his own; J. J. Enneking, 
four characteristic delicate colored but 
somewhat monotonous mountain land- 
scapes ; Hermann Dudley Murphy, four 
delightful canvases, a charming moon- 
rise, a little coast scene, "The Moon 
Surf," very luminous and tender in 
color and delicious in feeling, and two 
other characteristic examples; Maurice 
Prendergast, three of his weird Brang- 
wyn. spotted figure pieces, and Charles 
Woodbury, a typical coast scene with 
fog. 



The men who are new to New York 
are all interesting. Frank P. Fairbanks, 
who is probably a pupil of E. C. Tar- 
bell, shows two imitations of the lat- 
ter's work, well done; George H. Hal- 
lowell, who has evidently studied Wins- 
low Homer, four strong landscapes al- 
most in flat tints; Charles Hopkinson, 
two marines, very breezy and charming 
in light and air, and two portraits good 
in expression and delicate in color. 

There are good light and feeling for 
nature in the three landscapes by 
George L. Noyes, and William M. Pax- 
ton's two interiors with figures are, 
while a trifle hard and too reminiscent 
of Tarbell, well composed and drawn 
and the figures well characterized. 
There are good tone and color in 
Charles H. Pepper's "Young Widow" ? 
and sweet expression in his "Annette." 
Leslie P. Thompson, who is both a fig- 
ure and landscape painter, has a good 
color palette, and a nice sense of air 
and light in his landscapes. The two 
examples of Marcus Waterman are 
weak and hard in color. 



Dana Pond at Knoedler's. 

Six recent portraits by Dana Pond 
are now on exhibition in the upper gal- 
lery at Knoedler's, No. 355 Fifth Ave- 
nue. The artist is a clever draughts- 
man and paints well, as a rule, in a low 
key. His portraits, with the one excep- 
tion of a full-length standing present- 
ment of his brother, Mr. Shepherd Pond 
in hunting costume, the red coat very 
effectively painted, are of handsome 
young women. Perhaps the best is a 
full-length standing presentment of 
Miss Renee Wassermann, in dark greys 
and blues. The half-length of Mrs. 
Walter M. Scheftel has well-painted de- 
tails of costume and is a good likeness, 
but is somewhat painful in pose. The 
half-length of Miss Marie Power ^ is 
rather more delicate in color than its 
fellows. Very simply and directly 
painted and most effective is the full- 
length standing presentment of Mrs. 
Edith London in a black evening gown. 
The artist is steadily improving in his 
work, and must be reckoned with as 
one of the cleverest of younger Ameri- 
can portraitists. 

In the same gallery hang three re- 
cently completed portraits by Carroll 
Beckwith — a three - quarter length 
standing presentment of Mrs. Thomas 
Robinson, very sweet in expression and 
agreeably painted ; a half life-size fancy 
female portrait, most attractive in its 
delicate color scheme, and a three-quar- 
ter length seated portrait of Mr. Henry 
Rutgers Marshall, a dignified, strong 
work, rich in color quality and fine in 
expression. 

Artists at Arts Club. 

The National Arts Club, No. 119 East 
Nineteenth Street, is holding its annual 
spring exhibition of works by artist 
members, which will remain open until 
May 8. Painting, sculpture, architec- 
ture and various crafts have their ex- 
hibitors, forming altogether an unusual- 
ly interesting display. Among the art- 
ists represented are Leon Dabo, who 
shows "The Bay," "Evening" and "Fete 
de Nuit" ; Roland Hinton Perry, who is 
spending a few months in Ludlow 
Street Jail in connection with a matri- 
monial misunderstanding, shows two 
interesting portraits, of Mrs. L. Danssa 
and Madame la Comtesse d'Artaux, 
also a marble bust of Mr. Isaac Sav- 
age Waterman, of Philadelphia, and 
"Plunging Horses," a spirited and life- 
like composition ; Charles Vezin shows 
three pictures, including "The Moon" ; 
E. M. Bicknell sends two charming sea 
pieces; E. M. Scott shows "Roses" and 
"Marigolds," and Douglas Volk "The 
Voice of the Sea." 



Among other artists represented are 
Zelma Baylos, Ella Condie Lamb, 
Henry W. Parton, Clara T. McChesney, 
George Wharton Edwards, H. Bolton 
Jones, Rhoda Holmes Nichols, Taber 
Sears and Alex. S. Locke. 

Among the architects sending de- 
signs are Charles A. Rich, Alex. S. 
Locke, J. Woodruff Leeming, Carrere 
& Hastings, Charles I. Berg, Frederic 
Janias Sterner and George B. Post. 

H. K. Bush-Brown sends a bust 
of Lincoln, Marie Zimmermann a 
door-knocker, "The ' Spirit of Wel- 
come," and a case of jewelry. Other 
sculptors represented are Enid Yandell, 
Victor D. Brenner, C. H. Niehaus and 
Paul W. Morris. 

In the members' room Baroness Hed- 
wig Lekow has an exhibition of etch- 
ings and colored wood-block prints. 
Among the former is an interior of St. 
Germain TAuxerrois, with delicate col- 
ors in the stained glass windows; the 
"Musee de Cluny" has also a delicate 
tint in sky and foliage. In the wood- 
block prints "The Trocadero, Paris" is 
very effective with warm red sky; the 
"Fontaine Carpeaux" is charming, as is 
"Merton College, Oxford," with deli- 
cate green and pink foliage. 

Woodward at Powell's. 

At the Powell Art Gallery, 983 Sixth 
Avenue, there is an interesting exhibi- 
tion, to remain open until April 30, of 
thirty-four pictures in different medi- 
ums, by Miss Dewing Woodward. 
There are a number of oils, scenes on 
Cape Cod, the largest, "Clam Diggers," 
with a good effect of light. .Among 
the street scenes, also oils, are "Market 
Place, Chartres," and "Place Major, 
Aries," while those in Raffaelli colors 
are "Watch Tower," "Tower Gate," and 
"Tannery," all in Mantes, France. The 
"Academy Julian" shows a class of 
women painting from a nude model, 
with Jules Le Febvre in the fore- 
ground, with an excellent effect of light ; 
another interior is "Makers of Wooden 
Shoes," painted in Holland. "Jeanne 
and the Peacock," a nude, young girl 
in a garden, holding two slender trum- 
pets, and a peacock, is decorative and 
charming in color, and is reproduced in 
aquarelle on ivory. 

As a student, Miss Woodward won 
the first prize at Julian's, and she has 
exhibited frequently at the French 
Salon. 



ART BOOK REVIEW. 



The Higher Life in Art, by John- 
La Farge. — The McClure Company,. 
New York. 

This is a series of six lectures on the 
Barbizon School of France, inaugurat- 
ing the Scammon Course at the Art In- 
stitute of Chicago, delivered in 1903,. 
but only just now published. 

Beginning with a few gentle remi- 
niscences, Mr. La Farge says that Paris- 
always has some artistic civil war rag- 
ing, and in the middle of the fifties the 
names of Ingres and Delacroix were- 
still a battlefield, and fate threw him 
into both camps. 

Declaring the name of "Barbizon 
School" a misnomer, and regretting that 
it should be continued by habit, he goes* 
on to say that a large proportion of the 
work of these artists is in the United 
States; that our country is said to be 
barbaric and he supposes it is, and 
hopes it always will be, because there 
is no greater protection than ambition 
for to-morrow. 

Mr. La Farge writes delightfully of 
art, and of these artists who painted in 
the Forest of Fontainebleau, and says, 
the touch of the brush is so difficult 
when it comes to be a very successful 
thing, that it becomes ennobled. His 
words will quicken the appreciation of 
the connoisseur, and are full of sugges- 
tions for students. 

In -conclusion, he says these men pur- 
sued ideals, that Nature to them was- 
not a thing to copy from, but in Du~ 
pre's words, "Their painting from Na- 
ture was an excuse for the statement of 
their capacity for reverence and admira- 
tion." And he reminds us that it is we 
who are judged by the work of art, and 
not the reverse. "If the artist is great 
and applauded as with Michael Angelo,. 
we laud the race and the nation, and 
they remain forever adorned, by thi£ 
glory of appreciation. By the work of 
art we judge them."

Siena: The Story of a Mediaeval. 
Commune, by Ferdinand Schevill, pro- 
fessor of history, Chicago University. 
(Charles Scribner's Sons. $2.50.) 

Professor Schevill is an authority on 
his subject, and in a volume of over 300 
pages gives a delightful history of one of 
trie most interesting cities in Italy. 
Beautifully situated on three ridges and 
a city that but for the lack of water 
would have become of far greater im- 
portance, Siena dates back to 300 B. C.,. 
when it was an Etruscan settlement, be- 
coming later a Roman colony and then 
an independent commune. 

The Sienese were a sturdy, religious 
and enterprising people; they had their 
festivals, and games, and their St. Cathe- 
rine; there were great artists among 
them, but no great poet or prose writer. 
In times of peace they adorned their city, 
and in times of war they prayed hard 
and fought hard, putting as much faith 
in the Virgin's assistance in battle as in 
their- own- valor. And they fought in 
many battles in the centuries covered by 
Professor Schevill, who writes sympa- 
thetically and with much charm of these 
"original and perplexing people," as he 
calls them, down to the middle of the 
XVIth century, when Siena fell into 
the hands of the House of Medici and 
henceforth shared with Florence a com- 
mon sovereign and a common destiny. 

In his preface Professor Schevill says 
he has not undertaken to write a political 
history of Siena, but has concentrated 
his efforts on the civilization of the city, 
and with this end in view he has studied 
both printed and imprinted sources. An 
index and a list of all the printed works 
mentioned in the footnotes, with a num- 
ber of beautiful illustrations in half-tone,, 
add much to the enjoyment of the book.
